Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was argued that the present invention was distinct from 
Chenoweth because the present material is using cellulose fibers while Chenoweth uses wood fibers. It was argued 
that cellulose fibers can be sized in very narrow ranges while the wood fibers of Chenoweth will be of a variety of sizes 
as expressly suggested by the patentee at column 9. The claims will be amended to point out that cellulose fibers and 
not wood fibers are being used. Evidence of commercial success and a long felt but unmet need may be submitted. 
The improper Markusch group of claim 21 will be broken into two proper Markusch groups. 
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
